even after the husband may have forfeited 
the original from which hers were denved,re- 
mims, and so a duke maj be deg^ded for 
crime say, attainted for treason, thus losing 
his position or his life while his houses still 
adhere to his wife, or wido-n,if she shares 
not his guilt. 


\~L We see then, that all the titles and 


houses borne by women are derived from 
men , but a woman's rank cannot be commu- 
nicated to her husband by simple marriage 
and thus it was that the Queen's late hus- 
band, Prince Albert, rose no higher by his 
royal connection than to be the husband of 
the Queen 


Such are the laws of etiquette, which ha%e 


been established by custom and by statute, in 
this aristocratic country, m relation to the 
temalesex. ThesaUc law, as jou will see, 
lias no place in Britain 
Hot only may wo- 


men here reee.ve the most splendid titles, but 
she may hold the highest office 


The titles may be received by birth or mar- 


riage, marriage being a sort of second birth, 
and the higher sacrament, in her religion 
office can come to her onlj by natural de 
scent, and nothing can be given herbysuf 
frage, should every inhabitant of the kingdom 
conspire to vote for a prostitute. And this I 
must say of the place held here by the female 
sex in general those who are great by birth 
or marriage stand higher, in public estima- 
tion, than any woman with us , those great 
by genius, by talent, by works executed, have 
far less consideration than similar characters 
would have in the United States', and then 
the great mass of ordinary -Hives and daugh 
ters are not treated with the respect, the def- 
erence, the chivalry that we pay them 
In 


church, in a. railway carnage, in au omnibus, 
at a lecture, under anj condition whatever, 
no man discommodes himself for the comfort, 
convenience, or benefit of any woman, except 
she have rank, position and a title. This 
and not her womanhood, is her passport to 
respectful treatment. This, m fact, is every- 
thing, while womanhood is as absolutely no- 
thing Sly blood boils at this substitution of 
artificial for natural and intellectual and mor- 
al qualifications for public and private con- 
sideration. But I will again try and not boil 
over, for I doubt not my lady readers would 
hee to know the system of gradation by which 
women take lank in England, and I have 
taken no little pains to inform myself on this 
subject. 


By rnmagmg about the city, into the offices 


of the heralds, and into the public libraries, I 
have been able to make out a roll of honor as 
observed m England in relation to women 
having titles, and the only thing I can do 
with it, at the conclusion of this letter, is to 
give it without note or comment, leaving the 
women of America to skip over it with the 
contempt it merits, or to hunt out the places 
they would jokingly like to hold in this scroll 
of doubtful fame, or to lay jt up for some rainy 
day, when they would otherwise have noth- 
ing in the world to do For myself, I wi-h to 
keep it; and so I write it down :

WATEE PIPES 


THE HEALTH AND ECONOMY OF DIFFERENT 


From the N Y Evening Post— 


The-subject of pipes for the conveyance of 


water in this city, having lately been suggest 
ed by parties Connected with the Board of 
Health, and various propositions as to which 
metal makes the healthiest pipe having from 
time to to time been made, we deem the sub- 
ject of such vital interest to the community 
that a fe'v practical remarks will not be out 
of place at the present tune 


Pipes made from pure block tin appear at 


th^nrsttimeto be the healthiest and best, 
but, on careful examination, serious objec 
tious present themselves to their practical 


Tm melts at a v erj low temperature (442 ° 


F ) and is rendered useless if hot water is al 
lowed to pass through it, the eflect being to 
soften it "anfl destroy its shape. There i» 
some innate quality m tin which renders it a 
verj unreliable metal, as pipe made from the 
best and purest tin known to commerce, will 
sometimes, even when made with the great 
est care, be full of small holes hardly visible 
to the naked eye, yet sufficiently large to al- 
low the water to ooze out If i tin pipe be 
laid m ground of a hme formation, or ii water 
containing lime be drawn through it, the tm 
will be rapidly eaten un 
Tm, therefore, as a 


conduit ot water, must forfeit all claim to dur 
ability 
In addition to tbe above, tlie price of 


block tm is so high owingto the lact that tlie 
supply does not keep pice with the increased 
consumption, that it cannot be brovelit into 
general use 


Lead encased on tin lined pipe, is also coii 


sidered by some as suitable lor conveying 
water,Tint, practitalij, it is not only not suit 
able, but really dangerous to health 
The 


lining whei pcnect, is so thin, that the 
slightest bend or bruise is apt to crack rl 
The difference of temperature at which the 
lining (tm) melts (342= F ) and the outside 
(lead) (611 ° F ) and the consequent contrac 
tion and ernansion by heat and cold, produce 
a separation "between the two, th is causing 
the lining to crack, and the two metals to bt 
eiposed to the action of the water 
The sci 


ence of chemistry establishes the fact that 
metals, differing in crystahne structure, when 
placed togethe- in common water, arc by 
galvanic action, rapidlv OTydized dismtejrra 
ted and destroyed 
If lead and tin are placed 


in juxta-pbsition, with access of water, one or 
both of the metals will snfifer from corrosion 
The least defect in soldering, crack from 
bending, overstraining, defective manufacture 
or corrosive action, whereby the water comes 
m contact with the lead, causes electrical cm- 
rents to flow between the metals, and dism 
tegration poisonous to those using the water 
immediately results
